Comments 

(1) Yeo"is now improbable that the installations at the main base of the 
Northern Fleet in Polyaynoye are adequate to meet the requirements of the 
enlarged Northern Fleet. Those units of the Northern Ficet which are 
based on the Firth of Kola are dispersed in different places in the bay, 
Vayenga being the most important base. The south entrance of Pulyarnoye 
has been considered unusable hecause of shallow water. The passage of 
boats is possible at high tide. Up to now there has been no indication of 
an improvement of the channel. The boom defense may serve to prevent 
uncontrolled traffic to the nearby supply depots. 

(2) Pechengaywhich was also termed the "second most important base", and the 
entire Fiord of Petsamo probably do not meet the specifications of a 
strong base, éven excepting the exposed location near the frontier. It 
is known that minor establishments and small war vessels are stationed 
there. The Fetsamo Piord is far less immortant to the U.5.5.4. a3 the ter~ 
minal point of the hichway to the Arctic Sea anc an ice-free harbo; than 
it was for Finland. 

(3) The inforzation on the "third mos important base," Teriberka, must also 
be viewed with scepticism. It is true that the sresent state of the instel-

In addition to rediur-caliber batteries, heavy batteries firins at ranres 

uo to 10 km were cbservec.at that tire. ‘Thus it is possible that the coastal 
defense as been reinforced since 1911, The caliber of 130 mm or cm, as 
mentioned in the reort, indicates little oxmerience in the field of artil- 
lery. A caliber of about 320 mm seers possible, however. The Soviet coast 
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artillery has 305-mm Canet guns, caliber length 1 52, range up to LO kn, 
and 355-mm Canet guns, caliber length L 52, range wp to 50 im. Tho 
existence of these ¢uns, mounted in three or four batteries and installed 
at least at the entrance to the tay of dola can be considered as probable . 
This base was rrominent during the war. The anchorage is well protected 
by a croup of islands. 

Until now the bases on Novaya cemlya and thcse located at the passages to 
the Fara Sea were of importance for maritime merchant traffic to the North 
Siberian harbors. News that these bases have been usec by war vessels 
has seldom been received. . 

The railroad connection from Kola to Folyarnoye was reported some time 
ago; the extension of this line to the west seems improbable, however, 


and must be confirmed. The railwoad function from Vayenga to Teriberka 
has not been confirmed ore . 
The canal project does not seem advantageous. All construction work is vory 


difficult because of the rocky bottom, and a canal in that arctic climate 
would be fiozen over about four or five months each year, while the navi- 
gible waters around Fisherman's Islanc are entirely ice-free throughout 
the year. In view of the unimportant shortening of the way and the scant 
demand for such annartificial waterway for merchent vessels, the canal 
would not be profitable, —
